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Rationale 



It is our goal in preparing this curriculum guide, to help our students develop a 
positive self'image, behave as responsible individuals, and accept differences. We n eed 
to give our children the tools to challenge the forms of prejudice and discrirrunadon that 
confront all of us. Prejudice needs to be understood in all its dimMirinns and 
implications. The Holocaust and continuing genocides are prejudice in its most extreme 
form. 

The Holoca u st raises the most serious questions and concerns about the nature of 
human behavior; the role of the perpetrator; the bystander; and the victim. We need to 
examine the complex human values that lead to choices in behavior and the 
consequences of those choices. 

As teachers we can help influence the development of our students' social aninides 
and values. CSiildren in grades K-8 are flexible and relatively open to new relationships 
and experiences. They are recquive to leamisg about cultural, radal. ethnic, and 
religioosdiffermictt in our society and how we can be gn n e h ed by each other's 
strengths and differences. It is importam to develop tolerance, cooperation, 
understanding and acceptatKe in our students so they will inore and 

humane adults. 

The various classromn lessmis and activities are aimed at raising the level of 
awareness, critical thinking skills, and problem solving tKrhnigiw^ through 
readings, and discass i on s . These activities are recommended for the elementary and 
middle school years. The teacher should decide which lessons are appropriate for 
his/her time frame and the maturity level of the 

It is our h(^ that the snidenti will be able to function more sensitively 
thoughtfully in this diverse society. Change is not easy: but, throu^ our efforts, we can 
challenge our studenu to make choices of behavior which will be hen«»fici ii in creating 
a positive sodety where they can make a difference in e«*hii€hing • better world.
